Mr. Shaw drew attention to the actien of 
their North Dublin branch in placing a sub- 
stantial portion of their allotment at the dis- 
posal of the Governnieit in the ah set of 
nearly otic hundted unemployed. They also 
thanked the Government for extending. the 
grant under the original scheme, by. means 
of which fifty pte was allocated to the un- 
employed’ in the Crumlin area. They also 
recognised the wart co-operation. of 


the Dublin pean Council and the 
os ga services of thé Assistant Town 
Clerk. 


The action of Messrs. Jacob in defraying 
half the rent of allotments for some twenty 
of their ‘unemployed workmen was an object 
lesson to other employers. 


NO BOND OF UNION, 


They had succeeded in 1926 in. getting 
sloruraat legislation passed by the Oireachtas, 
known as the Acquisition of Lands {Allot- 
ments) Act, under which several of the allat- 
ment areas were administered. Although 
thére must be at least 20,000 plotholdérs m 
provincial associations throughout the. State, 
there was virtually no bond of union be- 
tween them and the central organisation. 
He appealed to every association of plot- 
holders in the Free State to become ¢fliliated 
branches of the United Irish Plotholders’ 
Union. In the plotholding movement they 
had a means by wliich they could co-operate 
with the Government in the work of bring- 
inz the people back to the land. 
The Secretary (Mr. Denis McDonnell) in 
the course of his report, stated that, although 
two areas were acquired under the Allot- 
ments Act, the membership of the Union 
was about the same as lust year—viz., 800, 
This was due to. the fact that, despite the 
Union's efforts, 334 acres were taken from. the 
plotholders at islandbridge for the purpdse 
of a War Memorial Park. . Two acres had 
been acquired under the Allotments Act at 
Ballymun road, Glasnevin, and Dark lanes, 
Crumlin, the former actommodating close on 
two hundred plotholders and the latter sixty - 
six. .The avidity with which the unemployed 
applied for plots was a proof that the Dublin 
workers were not work-shy, there being three 
applications for every plot available. 


A DRAWBACK. 


One drawback attaching to the scheme was 
the distance to the plots and the inabilit 

of the unemployed to find the fares ta) irae 
i was submitted that the difficulty could be 
vercome by reducéd. fares thereon on the 
production of a membership card.

OPPORTUNITIES IN IRELAND. 


There is no. reason why these subjects 
should not be made interesting, and there is 
no reason either, why they should not be so 
treated by native producers.

The Elec- 
tricity Supply Board could advertise itself in 
the same way, which could also be uséd to 
ericourage fruit- -growing, tillage, or anything 
else that was thought desirable 
The thing would be 4 mere waste of meney 
utiless it was done tially well. The shot of 
factory life which we see on the hews reels 
are a warning in themselves. But to follow 
the example of the Russian and German 
pre AE gut ought to be possible for us, and 
it badly needs to be done.

President: | 
known to have a certain amount of 
sympathy with their point of view, but, 
without the consent of Congress, his powers 
are limited severely. During the last few 
days there has been a persistent rumour 
that he did not propose to ask Congress 
for any special authority, either to grant 
a moratorium to the United States’ 
debtors, or even to make certain re-adjust- 
ments in the existing methods of payment ; 
but a Reuter message from Washington 
refutes this statement. Nevertheless, it is 
fairly certain that President Roosevelt is 
not at all satisfied with the result of his 
recent conversations in Washington, mainly 
because France has taken up a difficult 
attitude. M. Herriot, who represented the 
French Government in Washington, was 
pressed to pay last December 's instalment 
of the French debt—some £6,000,000— 
pending the consideration of a general 
moratorium, on the ground that, with one 
nation already in default, Congress would | 
be unwilling to make any substantial con- 
cessions. It seems, however, that the 
French will not agree to this proposal 
unless they are given a definite guarantee 
by President Roosevelt that a moratorium 
will be granted; and, naturally enough, 
the President does not wish to tie his 
hands.

More Trade Agreements. 


Questions of trade and finance will 
interest the House of Commons this week, 
The President of the Board of Trade has 
two more trade agreements to announce— 
one with Norway and the other with 
Sweden—and it is said that ratification of 
these agreements will interfere in no way 
with the tariff truce agreement decided 
upon last Friday by the organising com- 
mittee of the World Economic Conference. 
It is understood that each agreement will 
consist of two schedules: the first wil! 
contain a pledge that this country will 
lower duties and will permit of the free 
entry of goods where it is possible, while 
the other contracting nation will pledve 
itself in a similar manner. The agree. 
ments will be of a somewhat similar 
character to those concluded with the 
Argentine, Germany and Denmark, but it 
is not expected that there will be anything 
like the same opposition in the House of 
Commons to their acceptance. The range 
of commodities in the agreements is wide. 
and somewhat similar in each case, since 
the interests of Norway and Sweden in 
this country are almost alike. Another 
trade agreement is being negotiated now

Mr. de Valera for London. 


It is suggested that, when Mr. de Valera 
comes to London for the World Economic 
Conference, an opportunity will be 
arranged outside the proceedings for some 
informal talks between Mr. de Valera, 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, Mr. Baldwin 
and Mr. Linsbury on the relations.between 
Great Britain and the Free State.

TENSION NEAR FRONTIER. 


Manchukuo’s ultimatum to the Soviet 
authorities relative tothe railway expired 
at midnight on Friday, and, with the 
failure of the Soviets to show any sign 
of compliance, the atmosphere is one of 
extreme tension and uncertainty. 
According to Press reports, all Soviet 
citizens in the district near the eastern 
frontier of Manchukuo have been warned 
to be prepared for an immediate evacua- 
tion of their houses, and many of them 
have already left for Soviet territory. 
The Manchukuo Government has now 
taken over the handling of the dispute 
from its railway officials, who have form- 
ally notified the Ministry of Communica- 
tions that the locomotives and rolling- 
stock had not been returned by the Soviets 
within the month stipulated in the ulti- 
matum. 

It is e d that the first step in seek- 
ing complete contro! of the railway will be 
the formal announcement that Manchukuo 
does not propose to conform any longer 
with the 1 agreements. 

The railway brings Vladivostok one and 
a half days nearer to Moscow than the 
line running completely through Soviet 
territory. 


JAPANESE THREATEN 
BRITISH MINES. 


With an aerial bombardment clearing 
their path, the Japanese are smashing. 
their way through the Chinese defences 
and inflicting enormous casualties on all 
fronts. The Chinese admit that they have 
suffered three thousand casualties in the 
past three days at Nantienmen (the Gate 
of a Thousand Heavens), from which they 
retired after the fortifications were 
pounded to bits. 

Meanwhile the Japanese, who have 
crossed the Luan River, are driving back 
the Chinese, and it is trustworthily re- 
ported that Japanese vanguards are net 
far from Tanshan, where the British- 
owned Kailan Mines are situated.

ANY excellent measures and Acts of 
Parliament for the protection of 


less by neglect of attending to small details. 
No matter how good the meastrés may be 
that have been enacted for the public good, 
if the individual citizen will not assist by 
doing bis or her part, much benefit is lost to 
the public. 

Various Acts have been passed to assist in 
roviding a pure milk supply, but. it- remains 
bor the distributors to see that the milk is 
aold to the public under proper supervision 
and in a cleanly manner. Likewise, the house- 
holder should see that the jugs or utensils 
in which the milk is received ate clean and 
are kept properly covered from contamuina- 
tion from Suk and flier. 

In matters of general physical health, and 
from childhood until old ege, the importance 
of apparently trivial things is essential, and if 
such notice were common most grave illnesses 
would be avoidable. See that the 
eyes at birth are washed and, if neces- 
sary, treated; much permanent blind- 
ness is due to this neglect. Squint in 
children under the age of five yeats should 
not be treated as the result of teething, it 
may well be the first sign of infantile 
paralysis, and may show itself after some 
weeks as & weakness in one or more limbs. 

Again, squint requires medical attention, 
because, altho a young mu is unable to 
wear glasses- the wearing of i patch to 
obscure the the sound eye will make the 
child use the squinting eye and prevent the 
loss of sight that waiting for glasses. may 
mean. 

So, as we get on in years, trivial things 
still retain their significance—sore lips or 
tongues, due to sharp teeth, may eventual 
mean cancer; carious, unstopped teeth, will 
bring in their sequence chronic indigestion 
and the other troubles due to disordered 
digestion. 

Th health nothing is mote true than the old 
adage: “A stitch - in time saves nine.”
